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Successful Launch of Artificial Satellite 

Kwangmyongsong 3-2 


O n December 12 last year the DPRK successfully launched the artifi¬ 
cial satellite Kwangmyongsong 3-2. 

Reporting on the event, the KCNA stressed that the scientists and techni¬ 
cians of the country brilliantly implemented General Kim Jong Il’s instruc¬ 
tions on launching an application satellite in 2012, the year that marked the 
centenary of the birth of President Kim II Sung. 

The successful launch of Kwangmyongsong 3-2 demonstrated that the 
DPRK opened a broad avenue for exploring outer space, reaching the acme of 
cutting-edge science and technology. This is a result of the far-sighted wisdom 
and leadership of the President who blazed the trail in building the foundations 
of the country’s independent economy and of the General who spared no effort 
to give full play to the potentials of the country’s Juche-based industry by dint 
of his Songun politics. 

It is also a fruition of the peerlessly great Kim Jong Un’s ennobling loy¬ 
alty and moral obligation, matchless courage and clairvoyant wisdom. Fully 
determined to implement the instructions of Generalissimo Kim Jong II, 
Kim Jong Un resolved all problems related with the satellite launch and in¬ 
spired the scientists and technicians with confidence and tmst, bestowing great 
affection on them. 

At 8:00 am, December 12, 2012, he gave a final autographed order to the 
Korean Committee for Space Technology as to the blast-off of the satellite, and 
visited the satellite control centre at 9:00, an hour before the lift-off. 

He got familiar with the arrangements for the satellite launch and gave 
order to blast it off. He observed the lift-off process closely. 

The launch vehicle Unha-3 carrying Kwangmyongsong 3-2 was launched 
at 9 hrs 49 min 46 sec. The first, second and third motors were separated suc¬ 


cessfully and the satellite was placed in its orbit at 9 hrs 59 min 13 sec, 9 min¬ 
utes 27 seconds after the blast-off. 

Extremely happy with the successful launch, Kim Jong Un spoke highly 
of the space scientists and technicians and gave thanks to them on behalf of the 
Central Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea. 

He visited the Sohae Launching Site in Cholsan County, North Phyongan 
Province, and congratulated the scientists and technicians there. 

Loaded with devices needed for earth survey, Kwangmyongsong 3-2 is 
travelling the polar orbit. It will be used for assessing the distribution of forest 
resources, the effects of natural disasters, the estimated grain yield and for 
collecting information needed for weather forecasts and prospecting for re¬ 
sources. 

The satellite is a domestic product of the DPRK, from its design, manu¬ 
facture, assembling and launch to the monitoring after its take-off. 

The news of the successful launch has thrown all the soldiers and civilians 
to boundless ecstasy, and a festive mood now pervades the whole country. 

Army-people rallies were held in Pyongyang and provincial seats in con¬ 
gratulation of the successful launch of the satellite. Speakers extended warm 
thanks to the scientists and technicians who raised their country’s technology 
of exploiting outer space for peaceful purposes to a new level and demon¬ 
strated its national strength to the world. They all expressed their resolve to 
accelerate the building of a thriving nation with the mounting national pride 
and achieve greater innovations and successes in 2013, the year marking the 
60 th anniversary of the victory in the Fatherland Liberation War and the 65 th 
anniversary of the founding of the DPRK.

I n December 2012, a year after

P yongyang Vegetable Research Institute, located in Hwa- 
song-dong, Ryongsong District, Pyongyang, has ex¬ 
panded its capacity after reconstruction. 

It was built two years before, occupying a total area of 
500 000 m 2 , and today it is nearly trebled in scale, covering an 
area of 1 435 000 m 2 . 

Its floor space increased from 186 000 m 2 to 575 000 m 2 , and 


its hothouse area from 100 000 m 2 to 400 000 m 2 , and thus 
vegetable production has increased nearly four times greater. 

The institute has research and experimental bases including 
state-of-the-art hydroponic hothouses and large PVC-covered 
hothouses, bioengineering and other research rooms and ex¬ 
perimental bases. 

Thanks to the introduction of the advanced technological 


production system in the hydroponic hothouses, such proce¬ 
dures as supplying nutrient-enriched water, watering, adjusting 
temperature and humidity and supervising growth of the vege¬ 
tables, are automatically controlled by computers, doubling the 
production of highly nutritious vegetables. 

Tens of PVC-covered hothouses have increased into hun¬ 
dreds. They can raise the temperature more than 5 degrees 
higher than previous solar-heated ones so as to grow a variety of 
vegetables, saving the large quantity of fuel as well. 

Bioengineering research room for breeding new species and 
establishing cultivation technology was built splendidly, so that 
new species of vegetables with high yield and nutritive value can 
be grown. 


There are storehouses with hundreds of tons of storing ca¬ 
pacity that can keep vegetables fresh all the year round and the 
wholesale house equipped with modern transport devices. 

The institute is now bringing about great changes in the 
research of new breeds of vegetables based on efficient and 
profitable management system, strong technical force and 
high capacity of production. By so doing, it is greatly contrib¬ 
uting to the realization of the Party and state policies of paying 
primary attention to the improvement of the people’s living 
standards.

Evidence of History 


F orty-five years ago the Pueblo incident took place, creat¬ 
ing a hair-trigger situation on the Korean peninsula. 

The US armed spy ship Pueblo of 1 000 tons, equipped with 
state-of-the-art facilities for reconnaissance, had intruded deep 
into the territorial waters of the DPRK, conducting acts of es¬ 
pionage, before it was captured on January 23, 1968 by the 
Korean People's Army Navy during its routine patrol at a place 


aircraft carriers to the seas around the Korean peninsula, mili¬ 
tarily threatening the DPRK. 

In this grave situation, the DPRK stated firmly that it would 
retaliate against the “retaliation” and return all-out war for the 
all-out war. 

Finally, the United States had no option other than to sign, in 
December that year, a document in which it apologized for the 



7.6 miles away from Ryo Islet off Wonsan. 


Immediately after the capture, the US authorities claimed, on 


the one hand, that the ship had been in international waters and 


had never committed acts of espionage and, on the other, took 


measures to “militarily retaliate” against the DPRK.

A task force consisting of the nuclear aircraft carrier 


Enterprise and four destroyers was dispatched to the waters off 


Wonsan, hundreds of fighter bombers flew into south Korea, and 


the US forces in south Korea and Japan were put on alert. 


Far from being content with it, they dispatched two more 


grave acts of espionage against the DPRK committed by its ship 


after having intruded into the latter s territorial waters and gave 


an assurance that it would not commit such acts of aggression 


again m future 


The US, far from having drawn a bitter lesson through the 


Pueblo incident, carried on with their provocations against the 


DPRK in pursuit of the anti-DPRK hostile policy, sending its spy 


plane EC-121 in 1969 and manipulating the Panmunjom Inci 


dent m 1976 


Afterwards, whenever the national spirit of the Koreans for 


reunifying the country surged high, the US drove the situation 


on the Korean peninsula to the brink of war by committing acts 
of espionage and military provocations against the DPRK, 
building up troops and carrying out war games. 

The foreign policy of the US with a long-held ambition to 
dominate the whole Korea by making its southern part its step¬ 
ping-stone has become ever more persistent in the new centuiy, 
as the role of the Asia-Pacific region has been thrust into lime¬ 
light. 

The US and south Korean puppet army are engaged in joint 
military exercises on the ground, on the sea or in the air every 


parent through a missile policy declaration the south Korean 
puppets had published in collaboration with the former in Oc¬ 
tober last year. 

Reconciliation and cooperation become the main trend in the 
present day, so it looks increasingly anachronistic that the US 
persists in pursuing its power policy, which damages peaceful 
development on the Korean peninsula.

Cultural Heritage of Korean Nation 

Blue-and-White Wares 

B lue-and-white wares, which crowned the development of 
white porcelains in the medieval East Asia, were made in 
various countries of the world. 

Korean type of blue-and-white wares, which emerged in Korea 
since the end of 14 th century, had feldspathic glazes over porce¬ 
lain body decorated with cobalt blue paintings before firing them 
in kilns. These wares were well-known across the world for their 
diversified and refined shapes and excellent paintings. 

Korean blue-and-white wares had two stages of development: 
the first stage was from the 15 th century to the first half of the 
17 th century, characterized by the thriving of wares, and the next 
from the latter half of the 17 th centuiy to the 19 th century when 
they attained the highest peak in the development. 

The wares developed in Korea featuring unique artistic modes 
rich in national tone. 

The products varied in kind, including bowls and dishes, 
writing materials, pillows, flowering pots and so on, and were 
plentiful, wonderful and free-styled in form. 

The Korean blue-and-white wares inherited and developed in 
their shapes and painting art the patterns widely used in Koryo 
celadon. 

They composed the drawing object on white background in a 
simplified way, making the best use of space, and finely repre¬ 
sented light and shade and distances by properly employing 
chiaroscuro. 

While those wares of other countries were purplish blue in 
strong contrast to their white body, the Korean wares had mainly 
soft, light greyish blue colour, as they used domestic pigment 
with cobalt compounds. 

The blue-and-white wares with a long history of over 500 
years represent creative and excellent ceramic art of the Korean 
nation.
